Harris will disclose the' fact that I 
made fewer r>(fu*»sta «!)0a any and all 
of th»iHe\a.drttiu!sV^t!ons "itban1 any 
other ifcan bav*sn-?M'|lat3ras of an oili- 
cial or'political character. 


"i have not asked Governor Harps 


to take part in this contest, nor will 
I do so. I have expected and bjlieve 
that he will remain entirely neutral, 
but I have reason likewise to bc-Iievo 
that I know where his sympathies 
would lie in any attempt to disrupt 
and destioy an efficient Republican 
party organization within a few weeks 
jof the election and to jeopardize party 
success thereby, and to voice the fur- 
ther belief that he would not care to 
be arrayed with the Democratic press 
ami the Democratic jmrty in the state 
pf Ohio to accomplish this purpose. 
>?ot only have I never solicited 
the help of Governor Harris and his 
administration in this fight, but I hate 
never traveled to Columbus to see the 
governor to make such a request o! 
him, only to have it refused, as Mr. 
Bui ton seems to have^ done. 


'"Mr. Burton says that lie discussed 


local conditions in Cuyahoga county 
with Governor Harris. So he should, 


1 for. according to the newspapers of 


his" own city, open resentment is evi- 
dent- against the methods being pnr- 
Bued there, which first require of a 
man desiring to be .1 delegate at Day- 
ton that he promise he will vote in 
the convention only as Mr. Burton 
wishes him to vote. In order that the 
latter may cast the CD votes from Guy- 
ahosa county solid under the unit 
rule to sustain any individual opinion 
Mr. Burton may entertain. It seems 
to mo o.uite paradoxical that a man 
who makes a great parade of his hal- 
lucinations regarding bosses should 
himself thus dictate. 
' "The real purpose of this opposition 
by Mr. Burton to the senators, and his 
determination to select a chairman ot 
the state executive committee to suit 
himself, is disclosed to be purely 
selfish when ho announces that since 
the nomination of senators by his 
method can not be secured by statute 
in time to select the party's candidate 
lor the next vacancy, it should be 
brought about by the Republican ex- 
ecutive committee, which he contends 
has full power. The personal empha- 
sis should bo marked on the word 
"next." When he" say that this can 
be done by the Republican executive 
committee, which he is seeking to 
choose, is he not plotting to lake the 
executive committee into his control, 
that he may have it adopt his scheme 
to further his candidacy to succeed 
Senator Foraker? Yet he would have 
Ohio Republicans believe hU asser- 
tion that the figt he is making is free 
from personality and devoid of selfish- 
ness."

Present forecast's are b.i*cd on ob- 


servation of surface conditions over 
the entire country. A^iit.mt Chief 
Williams of the weather bureau ex- 
plained. Professor Moore aud his lieu- 
tenants are now brauthin^ out into a 
new field. TJiis is tbe e^.-loratiou of 
the upper air or Uie atmosphere envel- 
oping the earth up to a upidirof°whRt 
is known as tlie ten mile'level. '• 


I'.y study of tipper air conditions, use 


of the wireless- telegraph for transmit- 
ting facts us to botli surface and upper 
air conditions at sba and by a system 
of co-o]>eratiou with other countries It 
is Relieved weather science can be de- 
veloped* to a degree that seems almost 
beyond belief. Already the govern- 
ment has taken preliminary steps to 
study the upper air. Three years ago a 
special rcse.irch institution was begun 
it Mount Weather. Virginia, in a high 
altitude well suited for meteorological 
observations. 


Most of the building'' are now up 


and apparatus ready, aud this summer 
extensive work is planned in atmos- 
)heric research. By means of balloons 
aud kites tloatcd to great altitudes aud 
delicate recording apparatus the tem- 
>erature, moisture, pressure, direction 
md velocity of the air at dizzy heights 
will be ascertained. 


Magnetic observations will be taken 


also. The absorption of the sun's heiit 
by the atmosphere will be measured, 
and, more remarkable.still, analysis oC 
.he sunbeam will be made. In fact, 
there wjli be the most minute, study, of 
everything pertaining to conditions 
miles above the earth's level. It is ex- 
lected important results will foliow^- 
uul that it will not be long before such 
upper air observations eau be extended 
o\er the country. 


When this study is perfected at vari- 


ous points the weather men say there 
s 110 telling how far iu advance it will 
)e possible to read the weather. 


The plain citizen can easily tell when 
loins out on a month's trip whether to 
ake his umbrella and rain eont. Tlie 
effect on agricultural industry ami 
many other industries will obviously, 
>e great. 


Other nations have begun upper air 


studies, with interesting results. The 
jermaiis especially have gone far in 
his work, but mainly for scientific 
mrpose.s and with little idea of apply- 
ing their findings to praeticnl weather 
forecasting as yet. The possibilities of 
tviroless telegraphy are enormous in 
his eouneetion. Already the goveru- 
ucnt gets reports from various stenm- 
rs and from lightships as to weather 
conditions.

Many a first baseman 


who understands his position robs bats- 
men of hits merely by stretching out 
and meeting the ball. 


In th« course of a season this one or 


two feet advantage will mean a scDre 
or more less base hits. Now the sec- 
ond base-mail and shortstop, on the 


other Tiand, the latter espectallr.'ll-.. 
be short, chunky men, xoiuetblng •( I 
dachshund order, for they Mr* t» 
rather the ball in from all pmltUm 
while on the run. so the lower they in 
to the ground the better. 


Most of the great third basemen m 


>mall men or men of medium bclffct, 
but it is not so essential there. 


In playing the bags many manafWi 


have different ideas, but I have ia» 


owa, and in regard t:> nrst oase, uw 
position I played on the old St Louis 
team, my opinions are st>t. 


I am a great believer In playing 


deep and depending on the pitcher t» 
cover the bag in many Instances. I 
always played niy position ten or 
lifleeii feet deeper than tbe other first 
basemen, and the pitchers bad to get 
over to cover tl'C- bag. 


They canld not be sluggish and try 


to show me i:;>. If I saw the pitcher 
was loaling on me I fio!d«-:l the .ball 
nud then tiirew to first whether any 
one was there or not. Then the crowd 
sav \vlio was to blame, and pretty 
soon the pitcher^ got In the habit o'f 
running over pretty rapidly rather than, 
be roasted. 


But generally a baseman has no 


trouble, for when a pitcher sees bia 
first baseman cutting off hits Into right 
field he is glad to do his part 


Often 1 have worlcwl plays where 


the second basemen ran over to receive 
my put out. At the same time I al- 
ways played the f>wl line safe, for 
a hit along llv foul lines is the most 
damaging of any. It is nearly alwajs 
good for two bus'"? and often for three, 
for the fielders are away off and have 
a long run to field the ball. The same 
principle holds good at third. As a 
{jonerui rule i would say the first base- 
man should iteld the ball aad leave the 
pitcher to cover the base.
